Paragraphs appear frequently in the news- 
apers reporting resolutions asking the 
vernment to introduce legislation to compel 
owners of ground rents to sell them at 12 
years’ purchase to the tenants paying them 
if the owner wishes to sell. . There is a move- 
ment also to prevent the charging of what 
are described as exorbitant ground rents. 
Ground rents, which have been in existence 
from time immemorial, are rents charged upon 
land by the owner to a builder or person 
desiring to erect residences, shops, ware- 
houses, factories, etc., upon such land. We 
must remember that a great deal of the land 
in Ireland, especially in the cities and 
suburbs, belongs to large landowners, and 
the question of a fair rent for such land is 
governed—as in most other things—by supply 
and demand. The same is true of Great 
‘Britain : 


A DUBLIN ESTATE 


Take one particular estate to illustrate what 
is being said. The estate of Lord Pembroke 
can be cited without injustice to anyone. 
Many years ago the land in Dublin and near 
it, comprising Merrion square and the streets 
converging upon it, the Pembroke Township 
and parts of Dundrum, etc., were given to 
an Earl.of Pembroke by the Crown in return 
for valuable services rendered. His resi- 
dence, Mount Merrion, with a demesne cf 
300 acres, occupied almost the centre of the 
estate. Time rolled on, the city and town- 
ships grew, buildings were erected, leases 
for 150 years were granted, and, let it be 
clearly understood, at fair and reasonable 
rents. There are houses in Merrion square 
paying, roughly, £10 yearly in ground rents. 
These rents were created 150 years ago. As 
the leases fell in, naturally the estate charged 
a somewhat higher rent, because the land

Take Northumberland road as a typical 
suburban good-class road. As a rule, the 
ground rents here range from £7 to £1 
yearly. I have no brief for the Pembroke 
Estate, but from many years’ experience of 
their dealings know them to be fair and 
equitable in their dealings. 

The man who creates ground rents is, as 
a rule, the professional builder. His pro- 
cedure is to seek out a suitable building 
site, deal with the owner at a reasonable 
rent—he dare not pay too much—and then 
build and place a higher ground rent, 
naturally, upon the houses that he builds. 
It is the case over again of the wholesaler 
and retailer. 

And here we come to the crux of the whole 
matter. The builders, as a rule, dare not 
put too high a ground rent on the houses 
they build; otherwise they could not sell their 
houses, and by their sales they live and 
continue to build. 


POPULAR INVESTMENT 


Ground rents have always been a favourite 


form of investment, and it must bef 


remembered that a great deal of income upon:

One could give many concrete cases cf 
plots of building ground being leased and 
then sub-leased at a reasonable profit—one 
plot in Sandymount I can EHEEAC ao which 
was leased in 1903 at £18; twenty-two houses 
were built upon it, and £3 a year put upon 
each house. Who could call this rent- 
pee Another fine plot in Rathgar was 
eased ut a reasonable rent, £8 yearly being 
placed as.ground rent on each house. Rents 
in ‘Rathgar vary as a rule—according to the 
position and extent of ground—from £7 to 
£15 yearly, and this is not considered exces- 
sive, and rightly so. 

To come to the question of price for ground 
rents: by what process of reasoning can any- 
. one ask for twelve years only? Twelve 
years’ purchase represents 8, per cent. 
interest on their money, and where will the 
objain such interest from high-class securi- 
ies 

Ground rents have always been, and will: 
remain, one of the safest and best forms 
of investment, and the sale of ground rents 
goes quietly on, plenty of people being 
delighted if they can secure a 6 per cent. 
return for their money. In Great Britain 
investors in ground rents are content to pay 
anything from 20 to 25 years’ purchase for 
such rents.

But the surprise element in the,Govern- 
ment attack, which is declared. to have 
been the main cause of its earlier success, 
is now lacking, and as fresh troops are 
rushed up to the danger sector it is 
thought that they will be able to stem

THE PUDDING . 
‘AND THE TRIUMPHANT

AM the least domesticated 
earth, but when I heard the 
story of Jack’s Christmas pudding, 1 
made all sorts of wifely resolutions, and on 
joining him in Ruthenia in the early summer 
of last year, I arrived armed with a copy 
of “Mrs. Beeton’s Cookery Book.”

! SNAGS 

First snag . . . more than half the ingre- 
dients were unprocurable and had never been 
heard of in the local shops; second snag. . .

money could a pudding bowl be found which 
bore any resemblance to the right shape. 

The shops in the town quite enthusi- 
astic over the whole affair, and did their best 
to be helpful to Jack. At all hours of the 
day messengers arrive bringing all 
manner of utterly useless things to take the 

lace of what was really being looked for. 
or instance, every shape and size of fantastic 
vase was offered for. use as a udding bowl, 
and fresh grapes were brought as raisins. 
Finally, he decided to make shift with the 
best that was available, and told the cook 
(whose name, by the way, is Kis) to sub- 
stitute — and figs for the unobtainable 
fruit. large saucepans, each holding 
about ten kilos of dough, were used as pud- 
ding bowls. Jack’s biggest shock came when 
Kis, the cook, arrived ing to announce 
that he had found the ingredient “ mixed,” 
and was about to put it in. Thinking it best 
to investigate, he went with .Kis to the 
kitchen where he found a large bottle of 
mixed pickles waiting to be stirred into the 
pudding in the place of mixed spices ! 

Final instructions were given for the mass
